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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument that the Vynne reference 
does teach recovering a watermark through intensity analysis between a first and second frame is not persuasive because Vynne 
discloses dectecting a change between the first and second frames which is done by dectecting color changes (intensity) between frames 
(Col. 2, lines 56-65). Applicant's argument that the Vynne reference does not teach generating a random number sequence prior to 
recovering the watermark is not persuasive because before the change detection is done (Col. 2, lines 51-55). Applicant's argument that 
the low amplitude encodation signal in Rhoads is not equivilent to the claimed is not persuasive because applicant claims a watermark 
based on, amongst other things, an amplitude of a data block, and Rhoads dicloses a very low amplitude encodation signal (data block) 
that has the look of pure noise (Col. 5, lines 46-65) Applicant's argument that the Rhoads reference does not teach the watermark being 
based on the amplitude itself is not persuasive because it Is not a claimed limitation. Applicant's argument that the Rhoads reference does 
not disclose each pixel having a predetermined signal value is not persuasive because Rhoads discloses each pixel having a brightness 
value (signal value)(Col. 9, lines 1-4). 
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
